Th= brig Georgiau, Capt. Crisam. ar-
tived yesterd:y morning, having left Tam-
pico on the 14th inst. The verbal news
she brought was alarming, it being to the
eflect that Santa Aova had placed himseIf
between Gen. Taylor and Gen. Worth
with 35.000 wen,and that a geveral action
wasitnmediately expected.  All this is ag
axagperation. W= believe the authentic
{aets to be as follows:

Cul. Kiooey arrived at Tampico on the
12ih inst direet from Victoria. He entered
that town with Gen. Qtitman on 1he
evening of the Yth inst., and not on the 7th
as we said in aa extra sent off yesterday.
Gen, Quitman -drove the enemy before
him for the last thirty or foriy miles before
getting to Victoria. The Mexicans were
reluctant to give up the place. As Gen.
Quitman entered the town the Mexicaus
were goibg out on the other side. Gen.
Quitman had no eavalry & could not pur-
sue them. Col. K jspeuks inthe warmest
terma of the prompt and soldiery couduct
of this officer. -

Col. Kinney parted from Gen. Taylor
ot Mo.nt Morales and pushed on with
Gen. Quitman to Vietoria.  From thenee
he made his way, almost alone, to Tam-
pico, laking Sota la Marna in his route,
accomplishing a distance of nearly 250
miles in three days, and narrowly - scaing |
from. the ndvanced parties ef the M xicans
oa several occasions.
